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oligonucleotide comprising at least one CG motif. Component (b) may further 
comprise a second adjuvant. Component (a) may be selected from a variety of 
antigens. Adjuvant compositions comprising an oligonucleotide having at least 
one CG motif, and complete Freund's adjuvant (CFA) are also provided. 
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An immunogenic composition comprising a Neisseria antigen 
and an adjuvant composition comprising an oligonucleotide 
comprising at least one CG motif and, optionally, a second 
adjuvant. 
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An adjuvant composition comprising at least one CG motif and 
complete Freund's adjuvant and any antigen other then 
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
